J ohn Divelbliss, a farmer aged 6 0 
years, residing four miles south oi 
Chadwick in Carroll county, 
shoi 


and killed his wife, Mary Divelbliss, 
and suicided som e time Wednesday 
afternoon. 


The crime was discovered about 1 I 
o’clock last night by the two sons 
01 
the deceased couple, Wilbur and Bur­ 
ney, who were returning home, Wil­ 
bur after a day’s threshing at 
a 
neig hbor’s and Burney after attend­ 
ing a picnic near his home. 
T he hoys entered the house hy way 
of the kitchen door and 
Burney, 
lighti ng a match, 
discovered 
h ' > 
m other dead on the kitchen floor. Lai 
er they discovered the body of their 
father outside, on the ground under 
a tree, about fifty feet 
from 
the 
door. 
The woman had been shot 
five 


times, 
three bullets entering her 
head and one in each arm, in such 
a manner as to show that she threw 


up both hands when the shooting 
comm enced. The husband sh ot him 
se lf twice, once in the left 
breast 
near the heart and once in the left 


temple. 
B oth Div elbliss and his wife had a 
r e put a t i on for qua r r e li ng a nd thev 
a r e re pute d to ha v e w e a t he r e d m a ny 
fa m ily storm s . Somo week s ago Mrs. 
Div elbliss 
filed 
a suit for div orce 
a nd it Is said he r hus na nd t hr e a t e n­ 
ed at that tim e to k ill her. He also 
told his sons sev eral tones that he 
w ould k ill the i r m other. H e was a 
morose, m e la nc holy man. 
H e ow n­ 
ed a small f a r m of 10 acres and r e ­ 
sided on it. It is said his financial a f ­ 
fa irs are s a m e w ha t 
ta ngled. 
T he 
place Is four miles south of C ha d ­ 
wick and a b o ut 30 miles fr om Ster 
ling. The couple had liv ed the r e for 


a b out 20 years. 
A bout a w ee k ago Div elbliss tried 
to buy a rev olv er from a m e r c ha nt 
in C hadw ick but 
was re fused. 
A 
few days a ft e r he bought one in S a ­ 
v a nna and it w a s with t.iis one that 


he did the shooting. 
A fter the w om a n had fallen to the 
floor with the first snots, the m ur d e r ­ 
e r em ptie d t he r e m a i ni ng c ha m b e r s 
of the re v olv e r into he r body, then 
w e nt into the bed 
room , reloaded 
liis gun, as was show n hy the b la c k ­ 


ened e m pty shells found in t he room, 
took a p’llow from the bed, which he 
placed und e r t he head of his wife 
a nd compos ed he r body. He toon pro­ 
ce eded to end his ow n exis tence and 
it 
is believ ed t ha t he tried to k ill 
hi m s e l f in the k itche n for t he gun 
was found on t he k itche n table, a l­ 
though his body lay fifty feet from 
t he house. It is probable that he shot 
him se lf in the b rea s t first and this 
is no doub t the wound which k illed 
him . the ca libre of the pistol was not 


large, 32, and t he bull et in his hea d 
si mply dazed him and all owed him 
to s t a gge r fifty feet fr om the house 
before the bull et ne a r his heart k ill­ 


ed him. 
An inquest was held and the cot- 
o ne r ’s jury b r o ught in a v erdict oi 


hom ic ide a nd suicide.

It is in the heart of the coast coun 
try with the best of na tur a l condi­ 
tions which can not he found els e­ 
where in this countr y. To the east 
of us they have too much rainfall 
and it rs ha rd to ga the r the crops. 
To the west of us they do not have 
rainfall enough to grow crop s w ith­ 
out 
irrigation. 
Being 
between 
the 
two extr emes, our ralnfaull is most 


perfect a nd eq ually distributed the 
year a round.

CHICKEN TFI.EIUTLOSIS 
FOUND IN WISCONSIN 


Tuberculosis in chickens has been 
found in five cases this y ear by the 
State Hy gienic Laboratory at the Un­ 
iversity of Wisconsin. In no case, 
however, h a s it been proved that peo­ 
ple have contracted the disease a l ­ 
ter eating such fowls. 
“ it is quite evident that Uie chick­ 
ens got the disease by peeking about 
in barny ards where th e re are cows o. 
people infected with it." said Dr. M 
{’. Ravenel. dirts'tor of the labora­ 
tory , recently . “ We had a chicken 
sent us not long ago from the neigh 
borhood of Janesville. We found the 
bird bad tuberculosis, and upon vis 
iting the farm it had 
com e from, dis­ 
covered nearly every animal in tin 
entire dairy herd th ere badly infect 


ed. 
“ Few cases of the disease among 
fowls have been reported hitherto, 
only two or three having been know n 
in the United States this y ear."
